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Last spring a Parent-Teacher Association was started in 
Newbury with George Allen as the first President. Although 
the group is small because of a small school enrollment, it 
has been quite an active and enthusiastic group. The group 
has taken as their major project the improvement of dental 
health in the schools and a great deal of conscientious work 
has been done to arrange for fluorine treatment and for a 
dental clinic. The programs have been very interesting and 
worthwhile. 

The large number of people who turned out to the meet- 
ing in which Miss Bailey demonstrated the music work in 
the schools really had a fine treat. Although I have seen this 
work many times I never cease to be thrilled at the progress 
the children have made in their music. The demonstration of 
the piano lessons was a real joy. What a different way to 
learn a scale. A good example that learning can be fun. 

I would like to emphasize that the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion is open to all people in Newbury. One does not have 
to have children in school or even have children. The only 
qualification is an interest in the welfare of the children in 
Newbury. 

The shortage of elementary teachers remains a serious 
problem. Each spring the students graduating from the 
teachers’ colleges are demanding and getting higher salaries. 
We have been fortunate in Newbury in having the same 
teachers for the past four years. It is much better to have 
this continuity than having a continual change of teachers. 
A rapid turnover of teachers is not helpful to a good teach- 
ing situation. 

I have enjoyed working with the pupils, teachers, school 
board and parents of Newbury and might add the children 
of Newbury are taking an important part in the activities of 
Simonds High School. They have done well, both in the 
classroom and in the outside activities.
